THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


By H. L. G. Strange 
Director ‘Crop Testing Pian” 
—50:: 
Exchanging the products of the soil 
of one country for the fruits of the 
labour of people in other areas, has 
been practiced since the earliest times 
Wheat grown five or six thousand 
years ago on the fertile plains of the 
valleys of the Nile in Egypt and the 
Euphrates and Tigris Rivers in  an- 
cient Babylon, Was a most important 


product in this internatioial exchange. ! 
of civilizations! 


Succeeding waves 
farmed these same lands, The Sam- 
arians, the Assyrians, the Babylon 
ians, the Chaldeans, the Hebrews, 
the Medes, the Persians, the Phoen- 
icians, the Egyptians, the Ethiopians, 
the Greeks and the Romans, all in 
their turn were producers and ex- 
porters of wheat. 

Then Britain, Poland, Roumania, 
Russia, the Argentine, the United 
States, and later Canada, became 
each in turn, the chief World wheat 
exporter. 

Canada two years ago slipped wheat 
and flour to 92 different countries, 
and to 61 this last year. 

For 6,000 years it has been recog- 
nized that the exchanging of products 
between nations was the surest way 
to improve the standard of Living of 
the people. It seems a pity now that 
Governments are acting contrary to 
the teachings of history, by placing 
artificial restrictions in the way of 
that international trade which has 
ever been so beneficial to mankind. 

Great wars are fought— battles are 
won and lost— nations and civiliza- 
tions rise, flourish and decay— Gov- 
ernments ome and go— Statesmen, 
Politicians and Dictators have their 
brief day— “The Captains and the 
Kings depart.” 

Such has been the history of the 
world for untold ages, but throughout 
it all, with juiet, dogged persistency 
farmers have ever continued  stead- 
fastly to grow foodstuffs for the peo- 
ple. 

The story of the production of 
wheat, barley and rise is interwoven 
with the story of mankind, with its 
hopes and despairs, loves and hates, 
victories and defeats. 

Soldiers and armies pass and = re- 
pass, despoil the land and ruin the 
countryside, but before battles, in the 
midst of battles and immediately af- 
ter battles, farmers ever continue un- 
falteringly to perform their essential 
taske. 

Veterans of the Great War will re- 
call how in France and in Belgium 
the farmers would sow their grain, of- 
ten under shellfire, and then, usually
